FRANKFORT, KY., Jan. 20.— After 
passing a bill to license trained 
nurses, tlie House got down to work 
and passed eijxht other bills, the most 
important of which wan to widen the 
Confederate pension law so as to ad- 
mit Confederate veterans who took 
the oath of allegiance to the United 
States under duress beffflre'^tha doae 
of the war. 

An attempt was made to amend the 
bill to include widows who had mar- 
ried old soldiers up to 1900, but this 
was defeated. Mr. Walton made a 
speech against the amendment and 
said it would open the way for pen- 
sion scandals simihir to those which 
have apperaed ia Natiosal Govern- 
ment. 

Reprer.entative Douglas, of Owen 
county, wha Is repo» led to have Con- 
gressional aspirations, made a fiery 
speech in favor of the bill. 

The expected thunderstorm in the 
Horse over the Price affair, did not 
materialize and the body adjourned 
after adopting a resolution endorsing 
the invitation of the Kentucky Educa- 
tional Association to President Wood- 
row Wilson to attend the annual meet- 
ing fu Louisville May 1.

In the "Interesting People" depart- 
ment of the February Amcriean Maga- 
zine appears an account of "Al" Ring- 
ling, the famous veteran showman. 
He and liis brotliers ara the greatest 
powers iu the circus world to-day. 
; When they were school boys, they ran 
• away from home and started to give 
1 a show in neighboring towns. They 
DOW own Barnum &. Ilailey's circus 
, and many other of the most impor- 
j tant shows. In the article Mr. Ring- 
I ling is quoted as follows : 
j "I've always been in the circus bus- 
' iness," he said. 'As a schoolboy I ran 
I away from home with one or two of 
jmy brothers and started to give a 
bladL-fi&ee show in nei^iboring towns. 
We , were hardly started when my 
good fntber airtM oa the eeene. the 
second or tiyrd day, and took us home 
— using a combination of sheer force 
and persuasion of another kind^. But 
even though he took us home, he 
couldn't get the 'circiiB* out of our sys- 
tems, aad in 1S82 we started out in 
earnest. 

" 'Our first performance was in the 
jail yard in Daraboo. There are lots 
of people who still remember that per- 
formance, largely, I guess, because 
the seats fell down and almost broke 
up the show. Of course, it was only 
a small venture and had little to rec- 
ommend it save the entliaslasm of the 
performers. 

" 'Oh, yes ! ' — he anticipated my 
question — ^'wo all performed in those 
days, all flye of us. One of us was 
the ringmaster; another walked the 
tight rope; another ate fire; one was 
a clown; my own act was inggMng and 
rolling big cannon balln up and down 
my arms and around my neck. Some 
say that's why I'm a little stooped to- 
day.'- 

" 'Did yon have any animals thea, 
any menagerie?' 

" 'Only three or four horso", a 
monkey, and a hyena — but this last 
i had a more blood-curdling name. \Vc 
' called him a ' grave-robbing man-eat- 
er" As such lie was a great success 
aud brought us lots of business. 

" 'This was in cur 'wagon-show 
days,' he continued. 'We traveled by 
wagons for six years before we be- 
came a railrbad shw. In those times 
one year was about like anotlier. but 
when we got onto the nCQi^adt we be- 
gan to grow rapidly.* 

"I remarked th^ Mr. WiigHiig must 
have seen manytchuigas take place 
in the clrens business. 

"'Yes, indeed!' ae repjiied. *And 
when I tlilnk of the pioneers whose 
names headed the 'greatest shovss on 
earth' I begin to feel like an old man 
although I'm only sixty-four.' A remi- 
niscent look came into the kindly eyes 
which looked out from beneath black, 
bushy eyebrows of marked contrast to 
the circus man's silver-gray and close-] 
cropped hair.' Barnum, of course, has j 
bee 1 dead a good many years. His 
partner and successor. Bailey, is also 
dead, and we boys own the Barnum 
& Bailey show. The ForepauKh 
brothers are gone; eo are the Selkj 
brothers. Their combined shows be- 
long to me individually. Ttierc was 
a Ume also when we contrcrfled the 
Buffalo Bill Wild West. Come to 
think of it, I'm pretty near the vet- 
eran showman to*day. although I've 
got four yoiiB«ar brothers attociated 
with me in the bnsineas.* - ' -

What he thus had 
over he fed for broilers as long as 
prices were high. The rest he fed 
I for roasters in the fall. He plowed 
and sowed his lane and- raised his 
own feed, givlBg the slip to the grain 
iealers and middlemen. He even 
made the lawn .clippings r count, cur- 
ing ' them the same as davear and 
storing them away for winter feeding. 
He made the waste from the wood-lot 
count by burning it for charcoal. It 
is needless to say that this diligent 
former newspaper man "got there."

distilled sop which goes to wasie. 
-he serum prevents the development 
ji cholera, which is due chiefly to 
the class of food fqraisihed hogs, and 
.vnich iaz-anpposed to follow, with 
ieflnite certainty, the continuous 
.ending oC distilled slop. The innoc- 
tilatlon of hogs with this serum makes 
whem immune and enables breeds 
to use this highly fattening, finishing 
product with safety and great profit, 
u most instances the slop from dis- 
tilleries is all but a total waste, de- 
spite the fact that it contains a large 
percentage of the^most nutritious food 
stuff df corn. In congested communi- 
ties the slop is sold in small quanti- 
ties to residents of the neighborhood 
of distilleries for feeding purposes, 
both for hogs and cows, and in some 
instances herds of cattle are kept at 
he distilling plants and fed on the 
lop. This latter practice, however, 
has been condemned so generally that 
it is only a matter of time before it 
will have to be abandoned. 

Slop fee<Uag to hogs haa beoi^coa 
Lomary on a limited scale for many 
years, but it remained for the Glen- 
iear Company, composed of Judge 
\V. G. Deorir.tr, James Thompson and 
Truman Davis, to enter the business 
of feeding hogs on a pretentious scale. 
The company was oiganlzed early last 
year with a capital stock of $10,000, 
and rented Judge Dearing's farm of 
127 acres, near Valley Station, on the 
Louisville, ilenderr,cn & St. Louis 
Railroad Compai'.y rj line. In April 
'ho compc.uy besan business with a 
"ew hogs, and now has iipyro.vimately 
1,400 hogs from the State Experiment 
Station at Lexington. These hogs 
were taken to the farm several 
moathS' jisOk aod are among the heal- 
Uiicst specimens of hogs obtainable. 
They ara in charge ot Dr. Graham, 
of the Experiment Station. 

According to the statistics which 
have been compiled, the hogs have 
gained appro::imately one pound each 
day since they have been put on the 
slop feed. It is figured that the total 
cost of feeding the 1,400 hogs on the 
Glendcar farm averages l\i cents per 
day. This includes interest on the 
investment, help hire and expenses of 
all kinds. 

The company fgures that each hog 
v.ill net $5 after a feeding process of 
ninety to 120 days, and that two or 
hree crops can be raised on a single 
farm annually. The. Glendear. farm 
can accommodate IQjOOiO hogs, and 
there is sulBcient slop available from. 
the Glenmore distillery, owned by Mr. 
Thompson, to feed twice that many 
hogs. It is estimated there is enough 
-loo wasted annmidly to feed 100,000 
bogs. 

ihe company has built substantial 
houses with waterproof roofs and en- 
closed on all except the southern side. 
T^ie houses are provided with strav/, 
a supply of \>'hich Is contained in a 
barn having a capacity of three car 
loads. The slop is fed to the hogs by 
gravity though troughs. A large cot- 
ton oil tank has been placed near a 
siding leading from the main line of 
the Louisville, Henderson & St. Louis 
Railroad Company lo the Glendear 
Company's farm. The slop is hauled 
from the Gleamoro distillery at Ow- 
ensboro hi tank cars hy the Qlaodosr 
Company. . - 

The tanka hold 6,000 gallons c^h 
and are emptied as needed into the 
tank at th siding. From this tank 
tho .al^ flows into open troughs and 
is distributed by gravity force to the 
feeding trouglis.

000 hogs. In addition to this, the hogs 
are fed ' alfalfa and sorghum, there 
bejis sufTlcient tillable land to grov,- 
the amount required for feeding pur- 
poses. 

All of the hogs on the farm have 
been inoculated with the serum which 
is prepared from tJie blood of hogs 
affected with cholera and treated by 
seme chemical process. About ten 
days after the hogs have been inoc- 
ulated with serum they are inocu- 
lated with the pure cholera blood from 
hogs affected with Uie: dtafrauB- If 
they withstand this test they are con- 
sidered to be immune. 

When the company first started op- 
erpting 'they had some losses be- 
cause of their failw to segregate 
sick hogs, but Immediately they pro- 
cured the services of C2dward Poe. an 
expert hog breeder from St. Joseph, 
Mo., who keeps a close watch on the 
entire drove.

In eyery county where these meas- 
•rea were employed, even thottgh be- 
an after tbe disease had continued 
s nhrages for some time, tlym was 
>ss loss from hog ehidera ^an in 
ither of the two preceding years. 
In addition to its grWt function as 
I preventative, It has been found that 
he anti-hog cholera s^rum would cure 
'. large portion of hogs in the early 
stages of the disease t.ad render them 
mmune after recovery. However, if 
iogs are not treated by this serum, 
'"rem 75 to 100 per cent, of all affected 
beds die. This serum, so far as is 
novvn, is the only thing that will pre- 
vent the disease. 

Of hogs actually sick when treated, 
he Department's inspectors lost but 
■^5 per cent, during the past summer. 
Of well hogs in diseased herds, 2.8 per 
'^ent. died aftw being treated and of 
hogs in exposed lands less than 1 per 
cent, died after betaig inoculated with 
the serum. lA an inbicted herd there 
is always a certain proportion of hogs 
that are well. 

T3io inspector examines the hogs 
v/hen he arrives, takes the tempera- 
ture of all boss in the herd and sep- 
arates the :;ick from the v.-ell. The 
temperature is an indication of the 
sickness. The temperature of a sick 
hon;, unless the hog is near death, 
will run above 140 aegrees and some- 
times M Wb, 9M vn or IM depress 
P. 

Some States are engaged in the 
manufacture of senm to cure this dis- 
ease. This Mmm requires special 
treatment to preserve lU quality and 
a qualified man to produee it. Suffi- 
cient serum to, treat an arerage hun- 
dred-pound hog costs about thirty 
cents at a liberal estimate. The treat- 
ment is be hypodermic Injection. 

The Department in initiathig its 
campaign against the devastating hog 
disease has only been able to com- 
mence in a few of the districts where 
tiie cholera was the most widespread 
and where the active co-operation of 
the State was offered in enforcing 
ordinary quarantine measures, etc 

The object of the Department has 
been to endeavor to control the dis- 
ease and if possible, to eliminate it 
from the country. To secure this end 
the best rttorts of the farmer himself 
iaTO aeeesaary. The .ampajgn agains^ 
I this derastating sic-iness during 1913 
— « I was planned in the territory selected 
'along three lines. , 
i 1 The education and organization 
I of the farmers in the districts se- 
lected, to be carried out primarily by 
the State College. . 

2. The enfordement of sanitation 
and restrictive regulations by the 
State veterinarian. 

3. Active Gupervision by the Bu- 
reau of Animal Industry of the De- 
partment and the iiioculation of dls- 

i eased herds and exposed herds with 
Ithe anti-hog cholera serum. 

A county in each State was select- 
ed as a unit and -.ne method of 
' work in that county was, briefly, for 
the State College to secure the co-op- 
eration of intelligent, active farmers 
in each township in the county. These 
men weie called volimteer assistants 
and tiiey were to keep in close com- 
mnnieatkm with the Department's in- 
spector stationed in that area, keep- 
ing him informed of ^conditions and 
securing statistics coneenting.the hog 
industry. In thoe manner conditions 
were pretty well learned in the terri- 
tory tmder inspection. When an out- 
break of hog cholera was reported the 
Department's inspector went to that 
.outbreak and saved all tbe hogs he 
I could by treatment with serum. As 
I the disease is very easily transmitted, 
I he then protected all herds in the im- 
\ mediate vicinity by inoculation. The 
j idea was to form a zone of immune 
' animals around the infected center, 
j Hog cholera is caused by a germ 
j that exists in the blood. It is an or- 
' ganism appar^tly so .small that the 
I most powerful microscopes do not 
show it. However, it is easy to dem- 
onstrate its prMMice by inoculating 
a smafl'piirt et the blood £r6m a sick 
hog. into a wcAl one, which produces 
the hog cholera. 

Hog cholenw is a <ttsease whi6h 
seems to be stopped lo a degi^ by 
the frosts of winter^ altough frost can- 
not be said to stop a case after it 
has taken hold of its victim. How- 
ever, it seems to prevent the rapid 
spread of the disease. The result is 
that in spring time the affection is 
I as a rule, at the lowest ebb, but in- 
'creases riptdlar from that time until 
i fall. 

1 Hog cholera does not seem to af- 
fect any particular breed of hogs more 
than another, and while generally 
the carelss farmer is more apt to 
have the disease among his hogs than 
tbe careful one , the disease some- 
times occurs where the conditions are 
sanitary. It is hoped lUat'tUl» work 
may be extended gradually tmtil.the 
disease is complete^r 'eohtrOtled or 
eliminated. The ftet thit hog cholera 
is canrfed not c«i|y by the iiogs them- 
selves, but by^ birds, dogs, streams 
ahd evea on the' (bet ^of men going

Frank E. Daggart, of the museum, 
calla attention to the fact that there 
are numerous specimens of fossil 
trees now petrified and that migh 
urpass by a few thousand years the 
age of the 200,000-year-old cypress, 
iust uncovered, the wood of which 
could be used in making furniture or 
or other useful articles. 

But for his need of wheelbarrows 
it might have been weeks #»r months 
before Director Daggett wi»ld have 
made public hie great find, waiting 
SQch a time as woidd pwmit tbe as- 
sembling of the parts and the recon- 
struction of the ^ephant and the com- 
plete mounting of the tree. As it is, 
the secret he has been treasuring is 
out because of his perfunctory letter 
of requisition. 

At Athens-on-the-Hill about six 
months ago, a thjgh bone of an im- 
perial elephant was discovered, in per- 
fect fossilized condition. Further ex 
cavations in the neighborhood failed 
to reveal additional portions of the 
monster's anatomy. In other parts of 
the world fragmentary parts of an 
immense animal have been discover- 
ed, but the entire skrtetoa baa ne\'er 
before been found. 

When workmen In La Brea pits 
several weeks ago uncovered an un- 
usually large skull, the boss on the 
Job failed to identify it with the 
mastodon or other similar prehis- 
toric beasts. Director Daggett was 
called in and his joy was almost 
boundless, finding final release in the 
requisition for more wheelbarrows to 
transport other parts of the anatomy 
that were immediately afterward un- 
covered. 

Twelve men are now at work and 
it is only a matter of days before the 
rest of the imperial boast will be 
exhumed. Immediately work oa as- 
sembling it will be rushed, and it is 
ezpeeted that the huge skeleton will 
attract some of the areliOlogista from 
distant parts of the world. The ele- 
phant frame will sneaaure about 
eighteen feet In length, and, stand- 
ing on all fours, abovt fifteen feet 
in height. Its tusks are of the en- 
ormous curving kind, and measure 
anywhere from ten to fifteen feet in 
length. 

As lor the tree it is of a variety 
that is absolutely extinct in this part 
of California. Smithsonian and Gov- 
ernment experts at "Washington have 
declared it a species of the cypress 
^ound only in cold climates, and one 
^hat evidently flourished In this sec- 
tion of California just after the. i^ac- 
*al period. Tlie upper portions have 
**otted «way fthrough long exposing to 
atmospheric e<mditions prior to the 
time it was completely engulfed ' in , 
oil beds. Bstimi^s place its age at 
about 200.000 years, and make it the
